MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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| BOARD OF TRADE'S | 
SCHISM PERILOUS 


Acute Dissension Between Big 
Traders and the Small 
Speculators Threat- 
ens Disruption. 


RIVAL CONCERN PLANNED 


Unless Breach Is Healed Seces- 
sion May Result and An- 
other Exchange Will 
Enter the Field. 


The Chicago board of trade, the prenfier 
grain market of the world, is in danger of 
splitting in twain as the result of the dis- 
sensions which for months have taken atten- 
tion from the markets and made the floor of 
the exchange a great debating school. 

Two votes by the general membership yes- 
terday accelerated the movement, which has 
tended toward a break in the ranks of the 
board for several months. Unless a radical 
change occurs there wil) be two boards of 
trade in a few months. 

One amendment voted down provided for 
the filing of claims against members who are 
in debt and the compulsory transfer of their 
memberships. 

Thies change was intended to do away with 
the class of members who, in the words of 
an ex-president, “are possessed only of a 
trading card and a lead pencil.’ It is as- 
serted that bad business has added to the 
numbers of this class until there are several 
hundred of them al) trying to live off the 
efforts of others to bring traffic here. 


Local Traders in Control. 


The vote showed that there was little hope 
to give creditors a chance to collect out of 
the memberships of debtors, for 586 voted 
against the change, while only 128 favored it. 

Then another amendment by which mem- 
bers out of town would be permitted to 
vote by proxy instead of in person went the 
same way, the vote on this proposition being 
686 against and 75 for. 

The two votes showed that the loca! traders 
were in absolute control of the board, and 
were certain to elect their officers at the 
election now closeat hand. For the first time 
in several months the members showed some 
unanimity, and it was all against the strong 
private wire houses and elevator men. 


Strong Feeling Is Shown. 

The feeling at the session ran high. The 
campaign over the two measures, which fn 
many ways, formed. the ‘dividing line be-} 
tween the two great ‘elements of the board, ! 
attracted more attention than the markets. 
A difference of 4 quarer of & cent in the price 
of wheat indicated little to members who 
were in danger of being thrown out alto- 
gether if their debts were allowed to be a lien 
on their mémberships. 

But the unanimity was of the dangerous 
variety, for the minority have for years 
formed the powerful factors in bringing 
trade to the Chicago board, The elevator 
men, who, it is claimed, have overstepped | 
the laws of the land in their efforts to bring 
grain to Chicago, and who have fought the 
city’s battle with gulf ports and all other 
comers in order to protect the grain trade of 
this great market, felt as if there was nothing 
else to do than to leave an organization which 
seemed to them to be given over to small 
traders, whose chief asset was a membership 
that could not be touched for debt. 

The recent crusade of John Hill, who has 
become the leader in the war upon the eleva- 
tor men, added to the ill feeling, which ran 
to a high pitch throughout the session. 


Decrease in Speculation. 


This threatened disruption of the great 
Institution at the foot of La Salle street is 
due to the era of bad times in the specula- 
tive grain trade. For a number of years 
there has been a steady falling off in the 
accounts of the speculative traders. At first 
it was thought that the business which no 
longer appeared on the board had been trans- 
ferred to the bucket shops. Then followed 
a series of attempts to keep the bucket shops 
from gaining the quotations of the markets. 
One court after another upheld the board 
in building a Chinese wall around its trans- 
actions. This victory gained, the traders 
waited for their customers toreturn. They 
came not. 

Speculation om the Chicago board of trade 
was not in fashion any more. People were 
more interested in stocks than in grain. Joe 
Leiter, by his glorious but unfortunate dash 
in wheat one winter and spring, brought 
back signs of the old life, but when his ac- 
counts were turned over to an elevator com- 
pany to settle, trade was back in its old rut. 
One by one the scalpers went by the board. 
There was no longer a living to the quarters 
of a cent made in the ups and downs of fickle 
and diminishing markets. The big commis- 
sion houses felt the shrinkage as keenly. 


Failure of George McReynolds. 


George McReynolds tried in vain to stem 
the tide towards bankruptcy by juggling with 
warehouse receipts. The elevator companies 
fought bravely againet the competition of 
other grain centers, which were taking the 
real grain away from Chicago and the lake 
route. In thie fight, the middlemen, who for- 
merly had handled a great deal of the grain 
from country shippers, disappeared from the 
trade. They could not stand up against the 
power of the big elevator companies, which 
were bent on bringing grain to Chicago re- 

gardiess of all other routes. 

Hundreds of elevators were bought by the 
Chicago concerns in order to keep the grain 

coming in this direction. Fora while it went 
all right, but the speculative trader remained 
aloof. Commissions were too high. They 
were lowered. Still orders did not come, 
Expenses ran on just the same, and then 
commissions were raised with the hope that 
commissions would be brought within line 
of the outgo. It was worse then than it was

and Wife Are Captared. 


ELUDE POLICE AT BUFFALO. 


Fleeing Couple Arrested at Syracuse 
on Thei> Way to Canada. 


Mr. and Mrs. Frank Heliberg, respectively 
coachman and cook for Charles VY. Stein of 
Hinsdale, had brief enjoyment of the dia- 
monds and other jewels and valuable plate 
which they stole from the residence of their 
employer. The jewelry, as listed by the 
police of Chicago, had a value of $9,240. Be- 
sides this there was silver plate valued at 
$3,000 or $4,000. 

Heliberg and his wife, en route to Montreal, 
were captured in Syracuse, N. Y., last even- 
ing, a few hours after they had eluded the 
Buffalo police by the narrowest margin. 

On the train with them was the trunk which 
is supposed to contain much, if not all, of the 
booty secured in their robbery—one of the 
largest hauls recently recorded in or near 
Chicago. 


Rob During Family’s Absence. 


The robbery occurred late Wednesday 
afternoon while Mrs. Stein was in the city 
shopping for Christmas. When she and her 
husband, who is vice president of Stein Bros., 
20 Michigan avenue, returned home they 
found the house looted and the two servants 
gone. The police of Chicago were notified 
and started a hunt for the thieves. 

Letters describing the missing articles were 
sent out by Chief of Detectives O’Brien. The 
list of jewele taken includes:

Thirty Years Old; Good Looking. 

Hellberg, known also as Hellenberg, was 
described as being 30 years old and good 
looking. Although a German, he speaks 
French and English fluently. He is a blonde 
and wears an Emperor William style mus- 
tache. 

His wife is Josie Heliberg, or Hellenberg, 
30. years old, and short. She has a “pug” 
nose and coarse features. Warrants fo: 
their arrest were igsued by Judge Newcomer, 
and Capt. O’Brien sent special requests for 
activity to every chief of police and sheriff 
in the county. 

From the agent of the Burlington road at 
Hinsdale the police.learmed that a cheek 
bearing No. 254087 wae attached to the 
trunk. : 

Among thief catchers notified was Chief 
Rogan of Buffalo. He found that the fleecing 
robbers probably were at some Buffalo hotel.

MAN’S COURAGE UNBROKEN ; 


Speaks Cheerfully to Deliverers—Camp 
Plans Celebration. 


Bakersfield, Cal., Dec. 21, 1:30 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial. ]—Hicks,. the miner who has been en- 
tombed in the Edison tunnel for thirteen 
days, was reached by his rescuers at 1 o'clock 
this morning. At that‘hour it was announced 
he would be speedily released. His rescuers 
were talking to him and had passed to him a 
basin of water with which to bathe his face. 

Ten rescuers were within hailing distance 
of Hicks at 8 o'clock at night. They were 
separated from him by less than three feet 
and shouting words of cheer. They reached 
the car beneath which he is pinned late this 
afternoon, , 

Hicks is l¥ing on the opposite side of the 
car, with huge timbers above him, supporting 
great bowlders and tons of earth. When this 
condition was observed the plan to run the 
drift over the top of the car was ’ 
and it was decided to run it under the car. 
In this way the miners will draw Hicks to 
freedom. 

Man’s Courage Stands Great Test. 

Throughout the thirteen days that Hicks 
has been buried alive his courage has had 
much to do with keeping up the nerve of his 
rescuers. Through an improvised tube which 
connected him with the top of the shaft he 
has been fed. Yesterday morning he drank a 
gallon of milk through sixty feet of pipe. He 
then wagered a box of cigars he would not be 
liberated until 5 o'clock, adding: 


“I hope I lose the bet, though, for I feel . 


it’e up to me to buy the boys a smoke and 
show my appreciation for all they have 
@one for me.”’ 

When the miners called to Hicks tonight 
they would soon have him out he replied: 
“ That's fine. We will all have a picnic at 
dinner.” 

Dr. Stinchfield was the first to congratulate 
Hicks. F 

“You have stuck # out bravely, Hicks, 
and I am proud of you,” said the physician, 
who has kept the long vigil at the top of the 
tube. 

“God bless you all for standing by me,” 
said Hicks. 

Dr. Stinchfield then directed that water 
and a basin to wash the face of the é€n- 
tombed man be made ready. Hicks appar- 
ently is unhurt. Dr. Stinchfield saye he will 
not take him through the six miles of tunnel 
to the hospital until today. He will be placed 
in a comfortable place on the mountain top 
and will remtnain there until he is accustomed 
to the air. He will be blindfolded. ‘ihe 
doctor now fears a relapse more than any~ 


thing. 
Plam to Celebrate Rescue. 

At dawn today a dozen gaunt men who had 
worked unceasingly during the night gave 
way to a new shift made up of the pick of 
many miners empleyed by the Edison com- 
pany. The tunnel then was within five feet 
of the iron car. All felt that rescue was near 
at hand.

Then none of the various 
interests in Union Traction could have any 
réason for feeling that they were being neg- 
lected while the City railway matter was 
being so rapidly furthered.”’ 

Mr. Gurley said there should be no reason 
for apprehension concerning the internal 
troubles of Union Traction. He declared that 
the company would be reorganized and the 
conflicting interests adjusted afterward, if 
need be. 

Mayor Dunne showed signs of weakening 
in his announced resolve to have a referen- 
dum on the traction settlement, thereby de- 
laying the etreet car rehabilitation till after 
the spring election.

One man told 
me he had used all the available turkeys in 
southeastern Iowa by bribing trainmen to 
give him cars.” 

The testimony of Mr. Stickney and J. B. 
Defebaugh, editor of the American Lumber- 
man, indicated that there is a strong senti- 
ment in the country for a law penalizing 
railways for delaying shipments. Mr. Stick- 
ney said every one of 156 shippers he had 
communicated with favored such legislation, 
and Mr. Defebaugh said he had letters from 
associations representing 25,000 lumbermen 
favoring it, 


Plans Suggested for Relief. 

Among the plans which were suggested for 
preventing a recurrence of existing condi- 
tions were: 

Reduction of the time during which shippers are 
permitted to use cars free for storage purposes 
and an increase in the demurrage for detaining 
them after the expiration of this period. 

Provision of more extensive warehouses by ship- 
pers and receivers of goods at terminals. 

Enaciment of a law to compel each railroad to 
provide enough equipment to handle ite traffic in- 
stead of relying upon its power to steal cars from 
lines which do provide adequate equipment. 

Enactment of a law to penalize railways for de- 
lay in filling orders for cars and for delaying ship- 
ments in transit. 

Formation of a car pool which shall provide 
each railroad on the average with the equivalent 
of the equipment it put into the pool. 

This last plan was advocated by J. W. 
Midgley, the carserviceexpert. Representa- 
tives of the Burlington, Rock Island, Dlinois 
Central, Harriman lines, and St. Paul all 
stated that there practically is no lack of coal 
along their Mnes. 


Efforts to Move Coal Promptly. 


The following telegram was received by 
Commissioners Harlan and Lane, who are 
presiding at the inquiry, from Howard Elliott, 
president of the Northern Pacific: 

No shortage of provisions so far as we know at 
any point on our lines in North Dakota. Coal short 
at Rhodes, Maddock, Brinsmaid, Minewauken, and 
Montpelier. Fuel for some of these points is now in 
transit, and’ the company is using every effort to 
see that it is moved promptly. Have been unable to 
locate any fuel in transit for some of.the other 
points, but am endeavoring to supply. The com- 
pany is doing everything it can, as stated at the 
hearing in Minneapolis, to furnish fuel and move it 


promptly. 

A telegraphic inquiry regarding conditions 
on the Great Northern was sent to James J. 
Hill, but mo reply had been received last 
night. 

Telegrams received by Commissioners 
Lane and Harlan and the testimony of Julius 
Kuttschnitt, director of operation and main- 
tenance of the Harriman lines, and of W. B. 
Biddle, vice president of the Rock Island- 
Frisco system, In charge of traffic, developed 
the fact that the traffic congestion is worse 
at Galveston and on the lines leading to it 
than in any other part of the country except 
the northwest. 


Caused by Business Activity. 

“The unexpected, abnormal, and unprece- 
dented activity of business,”’ was given by 
Mr. Kruttschnitt as the main cause of the 
car shortage. He stated the Harriman lines 
last year added 30 per cent to their equip- 
ment, while their traffic increased 9 per 
cent, so that they would have had no trou- 
ble handling‘their business this year but for 
the San Francisco disaster. Speaking of the 
congestion at Galveston, Mr. Kruttschnitt 
said it was hard to see how such conditions 
were to be remedied if the country’s crops 
must all be shipped at once as soon @s har- 
vested. There was great need, he said, of 
greater storage capacity both om the farms 
and at terminal centers. 

Daniel Wilard, vice president of the Bur- 
lington, in charge of operation, who testified 
at the hearing last night, said his road was 
short of cars because its business within the 
last year had increased 20 per cent, and 
while it had ordered 20 per cent more equip- 
ment it had not got it. 

Among the reasons given by John M. Daly, 
ear accountant for the IllMnois Central, for 
the present shortage of cars was that switch- 
men are handicapped in moving cars at this 
time of the year by darkness. He said most 
of the responsibility for the ear shortage 
should be charged against industrial con- 
cerns for failing to provide reasonable stor- 


age fecilities.

Coal Men Defend Roads. 

With the exception of two representatives 
of coal companies that sell coal to the rail- 
roads all the witnesses today denounced the 
railway service in the west and northwest. 

J. R. Crow, president of the J. R. Crow 
Coal and Mining company of Kansas City, 
the first witness, testified in reply to a ques- 
tion that S. T. Fulton of Chicago, assistant 
to President Winchell of the Rock Island 
railroad, holds $10,000 stock in the Crow 
company. He admitted that Mr. Fulton had 
received this stock without paying for it, but 
said he obtained the stock before he 
employed by the Rock Island. 

It was explained that the stock was given 
to air. Fulton as a bonus for hie services, he 
being general manager of the company for 
thirteen months from January, 1902, to Feb- 
ruary, 1908. The fact that he held this stock 
was known to the officers of the Frisco Sys- 
tem. There are no mines on the line of the 
Rock Island system owned by the Crowe Coal 
company, and Mr. Fulton could not be of 
benefit to the coal company in his railroad 
position. 

Famine in New Mexico, Too. 

Carlsbad, N. M., Dec. 20.—The water works 
were shut down today for lack of coal. The 
entire city was without water after noon. 
The Pecos Valley railway has but a few tons 
of coal to run trains. There probably will be 
no return trains from north or south unless 
taey can get coal at Pecos or Amarillo, Tex. 


Fuel Scarce in Montana. 

Helena, Mont., Dec. 20.—Owing to the coal 
shortage the Helena Light and Railway 
company has announced that it will close its 
gas works, temporarily at least. For sev- 
eral days gas has been made from kerosene, 
but this is no longer available. While the 
fuel supply is limited, there has been no 
actual suffering in Montana. 


Stickney Explains Delay. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—President A. 
B. Stickney of the Chicago Great Western 
railroad, today submitted some facts to the 
interstate commerce commission bearing on 
the distance traveled and the time consumed 
in hauling and in loading and unloading 
freight cars, basing his estimates on the 
entire freight car capacity of the country. 
Condensed they are as follows: 

Average distance each loaded freight car is 
hauled—250 miles. 


ing—24 hours. 
Average time consumed by shippers and con- 
signees in loading and unloading each car—216 


hours. 

Mr. Stickney recommends a law to compel 
shippers to‘load and unload each average car 
in four and one-half days. This would be 
equivalent, he says, to instantaneously 
doubling the effectiveness of the freight 
equipment of the railways—in effect adding to 
such equipment 1,700,000 cars. 

* As long as shippers consume nine days tn 
loading and unloading each car, transporta- 
tion will be delayed,” he said. “ If delays-in 
transportation can be prevented by legisla- 
tion, such legislation must compel the loading 
and unloading within a reasonable time.”’ 


Southern Suffragists Organize. 


Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 20.—About twelve women 
suffragists, representing organizations in as many 
southern statea, today formed an organization to be 
known as the Southern Woman Suffragists. Miss 
Laura Clay of Kentucky was elected president and 
Mrs. Nance Curtis of Texas permanent secretary. 
It is claimed that the granting of the right of suf- 
frage to women will go far toward alleviating the 
race feeling in the south.

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PIGKETS SPY ON TEACHERS 


FEDERATION IS CHARGED WITH 
PRACTICING “INTIMIDATION.” 


Three Nonmembers of Union Tell of 
Posting of Agents Outside Meeting 
Places of “Unerganized,”” Who 
Publicly Make List eof Those At« 
tending—Fullerton Hall Gathering 
Cited as Instance — Sixty-seven 
Principals Said to Be “Marked.”

That the Chicago Teachers’ union practices 
“intimidation~ by sending ‘* pickets’”’ to 
every meeting of nonunionized school teach- 
ers was the charge made yesterday by two 
* unorganized ” teachers and a Chicago pub- 
lic school principal in substantiation of the 
statements made by the Rev. R, A. White in 
a speech at the Englewood meeting two weeks 
ago. ; 

These three unaffiliated public school teach- 
ers came forward with substantial proof that 
the teachers’ union has repeatedly attempted 
to intimidate nonmembers as a result of the 
letter addressed to the school board Wednes- 
day night by Mrs. Ida L. Fursman in which 
the federation’s president denied the truth of 
the charges made by Dr. White and called 
upon the school management committee to 
investigate them. They refused to permit 
the use of their names on the ground that 
they did not dare to run the risk of incurring 
the displeasure of Margaret Haley. 


“Pickets’”’ Spy on Nonunionists. 


The three teachers asserted that the meth- 
od adopted by the union was to send “ pick- 
ets’ to all meetings of nonunion teachers 
for the purpose of reporting to the office 
of the federation the names of all teachers 
present at the meeting. They declared the 
pickets took down the names publicly so.that 
every nonunion teacher present would know 
exactly what they were doing. 

These teachers stated furthermore that 
they had been informed on excellent au- 
thority that the federation has “ marked = 
Rufus Hitch, superintendent of the Par- 
ental school, and Principals W. J. Bartholf 
and James H. Brayton for “ retirement.” 
These principals, it was pointed out, were 
active in supporting the Mark-Cooley bill. 
It was also said that sixty-seven principals 
gre on the federation's ‘black list.’” A 
majority of them are principals who are said 
to have committed the offense of defend- 
ing Supt. Cooley. 

Intimidation at Fullerton Hall. 


As an illustration of the tactics resorted 
to by the union’s representatives, the teach- 
ers described their actions at the meeting 
held in Fullerton hall, Art institute, three 
weeks ago, at which the Chicago Educa- 
tional association was formed and its offi- 
cers elected. 

“The association was announced as an 
anti-federation organization,’’ declared the 
achool principal, ‘‘and the meeting at which 
the organization was to be perfected was 
held in Fullerton hall. Shortly before the 
meeting wae called to order a dozen or fifteen 
members of the federation arrived and de- 
manded admission. They were told that 
they were not members of the association 
and hence could not be admitted. With that 
they waited outside until the meeting ad- 
journed. As the nonunion teachers came 
out they took out their pads and pencils and 
wrote down the name of every principal 
and teacher they recognized. If that is not 
intimidation I do not know what is. It is 
the worst kind of intimidation.” 

Principal’s Life ““Unbearable.”’ 

Another school principal declared that the 
federation had made his life “ unbearable” 
and that he expected some charge soon would 
be trumped up against him. 

"TY saw one of the union pickets take down 
my name as I came out of Fullerton hali,”’ 
declared one of the teachers belonging to the 
association “and I recognized the teacher 
who took down my name as a member of the 
teachers’ federation. I wae given to under- 
stand later on that we would hear from the 
matter when our names came up for promo- 
tion. I was given to understand that the fed- 
eration is making & blacklist for future use. 
The same scene ie repeated practically at 
every meeting we hold. The federation is 
trying to do to us what it did to the Chicago 
Teachers’ club. When the teachers’ club 
wae on the point of indorsing the Mark- 
Cooley bill a few years ago enough federa- 
tionists joined the club to control the vote, 
and instead of indorsing the Mark-Cooley 
bill the club was compelled to denounce the 
measure.” 

A utopian plan for making public educa- 
tion self-supporting in Chicago was outlined 
to board members during the day in a long 
letter from Seth T. Farnsworth, 291 Ontario 
street. Mr. Farnsworth wants 
dustrial work introduced in the schools and 
then a clearing house established at which 
pupils may exchange articles made by them 
for articles they need made by other pupils.

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RECEIVER HATELY GETS CONSENT 
FOR TRUSTEESHIP. 


Followers of Dowle Vote Selection 
of Board te Dispese of Outside 
Debts, After Which People May 
Take Qver Control bat Without Re- 
Wi il. Interference—Poverty Said 
Not to Have Been Alarming Up te 
the Present. 


Plans for disposing of outside claims and 
then turning the entire Zion City estate over 
to a board of seven trustees for the benefit 
of its stockholders and claimants have prog- 
ressed so far that Receiver John C. Hate- 
ly believes the outcome a certainty. 

Less than a week ago the receiver mailed 
about 6,000 letters to the Ziohites to whom 
Judge Landis left the question of the dispo- 
sition ®of the estate. <A three-fourths vote 
approving the trusteeship plan is necessary 
before the court will order the institution of 
the system, and early returns indicate an 
almost unanimously favorable vote. 

“ The replies have been pouring in so fast 
that we can’t count taem,”’ said Mr. Hately, 
“and I am confident that the great ma- 
jority will favor the plan. It is the one I 
am instructed by Judge Landis to try and 
carry out—that is, to sell off enough to get 
the estate out of debt to the outside world 
and do everything possibile to revive pros- 
perity. | 

Pay Prior Liens First. 

** When all the claims the court decides are 
prior liens have been paid or are satisfactorily 
assured, then all the other claims allowed 
by the court will be entitied to what is left. 
The court will order it sold for their benefit. 
If the parties joining in the reorganization 
scheme buy it they will have to pay those 
who do not come in only the small propor- 
tion of the) purchase price they are entitled 
to, which naturally would be only a few 
cents on the dollar. 

“after this payment is made the court 
will give the buyers a clean title to the ea- 
tate. The judge will appoint the directors 
or board of managers for the first year. After 
that the members may continue the board or 
elect another, as they think best. Thus the 
real owners of the property will control and 
provide for its geod management. The 
church leaders can have nothing to do with 
it. unless by their consent. 

Zion May Hold Up Head. 

“ If this plan succeeds Zion can hold up its 
head and say it owes no man except its own 
people. One woman who gave $140,000 to se- 
cure ab annuliy of $11,160 is today pleading 
for $5 a week to live on. A confirmed invalid 
invested her all, about $15,000, and today has 
not money to buy her winter clothes. 

“These are conditions not credible to a 
Christian business community, and it is not 
charity they want but an advance of a small 
amount monthly or quarterly with their in- 
vestments as security.’ 

Mr. Hately said that the amount of actual 
poverty in Zion up to the present date has 
not been alarming. The church has a “ poor 
fund ”’ of from $300 to $500 a month, and that 
has been used for the relief of the needy. 


Overseer Voliva Makes Reply. 

General Overseer V oliva replied to the plan 
of Receiver Hately in an address which con- 
tained an ultimatum to thoge in Zion City 
who differ from him, a defi to the receiver, 
and a plea for assistance to his followers

ESCAPES THE DEATH CHAIR 


LAWYER PATRICK GOES TO PRIS- 
ON FOR LIFE INSTEAD. 


New York Attorney, Convicted in 
1902 of Murdering William Marsh 
Rice, an Aged Millionaire, Wins 
in a Five Year Battle—Conducis 
His Own Case from His Cell—Car- 
ries His Appeal te United States 
Supreme Court in Vain. 


New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Albert T. 
Patrick, after standing in the shadow of 
death five years, today was saved from the, 
electric chair by Gov. Higgins; who com- 
muted his sentence to life imprisonment. 
The governor believes Patrick is on the verge 
of insanity. 

Patrick is not satisfied. He wants com- 
plete freedom, and will at once apply for a 
writ of habeas corpus in the federal court. 

He was convicted March. 1902, of the 
murder of William Marsh Rice, theaged New 
York City milMonaire. He was Rice’s attor- 
ney, an@ the old man’s will made him sole 
heir. Arrested with Patrick was Charlies F. 
Jones, Rice’s valet. Jones turned state's 
evidence, and swore that he killed Rice by 
chlorforming him as the old man lay asleep. 
He declared he committed the murder at 
Patrick's instigation. 

Jones was allowed to go scot free, and on 
March 27, 1902, Patrick was sentenced to 


death. 
Long Fight Against Death. 

Patrick is an able lawyer and for nearly 
five years he has conducted his own legal 
battle from the death cell in Sing Sing prison. 
He had but one trial, but he has made so 
many motions for new trials, rearguments, 
and secured so many stays of executionsand 
reprieves that he delayed his death time 
and time again. He even carried his case to 
the United States Supreme court. 

Patrick's brother-in-law, John T. Milli- 
ken of St. Louis, is said to have financed 
his battle at great cost. It is known here 
that Patrick intends to continue his efforts 
to establish his innocence. 


Appeals to Gov. Higgins. 

Finally Patrick appealed to Gov. Higgins 
for a pardon. The governor decided not to 
pardon him but to commute his sentence to 
imprisonment for life. In reaching this con- 
clusion Gov. Higgins said: 

“ The judgment of conviction was affirmed 
by a divided court. Three of the seven 
judges of the Court of Appeals were so 
strongly of the opinion that errors were com- 
mitted at the trial which were substantially 
prejudicial to the rights of Patrick that I 
feel that the death penalty ought not, under 
all the circumstances, tobe inflicted. 

“In view of all these facts and the grave 
doubts expressed by these judges, I am sat- 
isfied that I ought to relieve the defendant 
from the extreme penalty of the law and 
commute his sentence to imprisonment for 


life.’’ 
Threatened with Insanity. 

The governor was shown a dispatch from 
New York tn which it was asserted that Pat- 
rick denied having sent the governor any ap- 
peal for clemency, would refuse to accept 
the commutation, and would insist upon his 
“right to die.” 

‘‘ Patrick cannot determine what his pun- 
ishment shall be,’’ said Gov. Higgins. “ He 
is mistaken if he says he sent me no appli- 
cation. In fact, I have several; one in par- 
ticular asking for a pardon. He will have to 
be careful or he may find himeelf in Mattea- 
wan. The long strain seems to have been too 
much for him.” 

Matteawan, referred to by the governor, is 
the state hospital for insane criminals. 


HATCHET LEADS TO INJUNCTION. 


President of Manufacturing Concern 


Accused of Battering Dowm Door- 
way to Use Private Stairway. 


Alleging that Monroe J. Friedman broke 
down a door and entered his office to attack 
him with a hatchet, from which purpose he 
was dissuaded, Otis 8. Beardsley yesterday 
appealed to Judge Windes for relief. 

From the story told in court it appeared 
that Friedman is ident of the Kennedy 
& Wright company, and Beardsley president 
of the Chicago Wire Chair company; that 
their respective concerns occupy the third 
and second floors of the building at 71 to 8 
Erie street; that In addition to two wide 
stairways, two fire escapes, and an elevator 
there also is a stairway from the third floor 
through the establishment of the chair con- 
cern, which Friedman's employés preferred 
to use and which Beardsley preferred they

ANOTHER WRIT TODAY? 


Town of Cicero Planning Way 
to Recover Bonds Deposited 
by Treasurer. 


Wiltam J. Atkinson, president of the de- 


funct Lincoln bank at Morton Park, was ap- 
prehended at his residence in Morton Park at 
9 o'clock last night by Deputy United States 
Marshal A. 8. Wainwright on a writ of ne 
exeat issued during the afternoon by Federal 
Judge K. M. Landis. 

The action was purely a civil one, restrain- 
ing Atkinson from leaving the city. Judge 
Landis the amount of the bonds at 
$25,000, and unless Atkinson can produce 
that amount this morning he will have to go 
to jail. He remained in custody at his Mor- 
ton Park residence last night. Atkinson said 
his lawyer, 8. P. Shope, would get the bonds 
this morning. : 

The writ was obtained from Judge Landis 
by Attorney Jacob Ringer, representing the 
receiver, the American Trust and Savings 
bank. 

_§860,000 Drawn from Bank. 

Mr. Ringer presented a petition to the 
judge in which it was related that Atkinson 
had drawn more than $60,000 from the bank's 
funds since Dec. 1, and that the money 
was unaccounted for. 

It is said this money was obtained by means 
of checks made out to persons who had no 
account in the bank, one large check being 
in the name of one of Atkinson's stenogra- 
phers. Twenty thousand dollars is alleged to 
be tax funds, and $25,000 the funds of EF. I. 
Rosenfeld of the American Indemnity com- 
pany. 

It is aleo said that many of the bank rec- 
orde were found to be missing by the re- 
ceiver, and that many of the depositors were 
unknown to any one except the president. 
The receivers stated in the petition they were 
afraid Atkinson would leave the state. 


Denies Plan to Leave City. 

Mr. Shope, -when informed of the arrest, 
said he would go into court this morning and 
ask that the bail be reduced if he could not 
get the entire writ discharged. 

“TI cannot go on the bonde nryself,” he said. 
“I will try to take care of him. The truth Is, 
the receivere have failed to show where the 
money taken out was put. Much of it was 
replaced in the bank. I have not been able 
to get at the books yet, but will ask for per- 
mission in the morning. There is one man 
who is after Mr. Atkinson. The receivers 
cannot show that he was about to leave the 
city. He has made up his mind to fight it 


out.”” 
Unnerved by Arrest. 

Atkineom was unnerved by the arrest. He 
worked hard all the afternoon endeavoring 
to devise some pian whereby his creditors 
might be paid, and in the evening, just be- 
fore he left bis attorney's office, sald that 
there wére several good schemes on foot and 
that he thought he would come out all right 
if his enemies oniy would let him alone. 

He @4@ not go home until late in the even- 
ing, and when he arrived at his house he 
found the deputy marshal waiting for him. 

“It’s al up with me, I guess,” he ex- 
claimed in distress when the writ was read, 
an@ he sank into a chair, tears in his eyes. 
He raliéded soon, however, and began to make 
telephone arrangements to get bonds In the 
morning. He begged that he be not taken 
to jail, and as Judge Landis had gone tq his 
residence the deputy agreed to stay at the 
house all night. 

‘“T bad no intention of going away,” said 
Atkinson. “I intended to stay and take 
my medicine, if there is any medicine for 


me.”’ 
Cicero Trustees Demand Action. 

Other action against Atkinson is brewing 
in Morton Park, where the town trustees 
of Cleero are seeking some méans of get- 
ting back the $53,000 which they claim was 
lost in the Lincoln bank. It was reported 
that a warrant had been issued by Justice 
Frank Matousek, but this was found un- 
true. It may come today, however, as 
Attorney John J. Sherlock, representing the 
trustees, said he had advised the warrant, 
charging embezslement and receiving funds 
after the bank was insolvent. 

Attorney Sherlock, after conferring with 
State’s Attorney Healy, said that action 
probably would be taken today against Will- 
iam Grisko, the town treasurer, to recover 
the lost $538,000 from him or his bondsmen, 
the Metropolitan Surety company. 


Decide on Action Today. 

At a meeting of the depositors of the 
wrecked bank today action against Atkinson 
will be decided upon. All grand jury action 
will be deferred unti} the outcome of the pres- 
ent methods to obtein redress. 

The plans by which Atkinson said he hoped 
to get his affairs straightened out were ex- 
plained by Attorney Shope. 

** We have had three offers today,”’ said he. 
“They are from New York, Pittsburg. and 
Chicago interests, and upon certain condi- 
tions offer to take over the assets of the Wau- 
kesha Water company, in which Atkinson 
sunk $93,000, under the condition that the 
oreditors of the bank be taken care of.” 

Judge Landis made a few private inquiries 
into the bank tangle in the afternoon, and 
to this end summoned A. G. Waite of Elgin 
and Attorney Frank Graham of the petition- 
ing creditors and asked them if they knew 
the condition of the bank when they asked for 
the receivership. They. said they did not.

held with M. 8S. Elliott, general counsel for 
the trust. 

After the morning session was over at- 
torneys for the companies involved, the Re- 
public Oil company of Cleveland and the 
“Standard Oil company of Indiana, went to 

- 26 Broadway and had a long conference with 
Mr. Elliott. When they returned they con- 
suited with Mr. Hadley, and the announce- 
ment then was made that no more testimony 
would be taken in New York. 

There was some talk that other witnesses 
for the defense might be examined in the 

west, but owing to the poor showing made 
thus far by the trust's. witnesses this is con- 
sidered highly improbable. 


Big Men Not to Testify.

SHERIFF ASSASSINATED FROM 
AMBUSH OVER YOUNG CHILD. 


Alexander Compton of Wabash County 
Is Killed While Taking Infant to Its 
Mother—Child’s Brother Is Slayer. 


Keensburg, Ill., Dec. 20.—[{Special. ]—Albert 
Kellems, 20 years old, assassinated Sheriff 
Alexander Compton of Wabash county this 
evening. Trouble in the Kellems family led 
to the tragedy. 

Kellems’ father and mother having sepa- 
rated, the sheriff arrived this evening with 
a writ for the custody of an infant to take the 
child to its mother. 

The sheriff, with David Kellems, the father, 
and the baby, was coming to town when in 
the edge of the village young Kellems fired 
a charge from a double barreled shotgun at 
the sheriff. The charge struck the sheriff in 
the face and the right side of the neck and 
severed the jugular vein. Death was im- 
mediate. 

A posse captured Kellems a few hours later 
and he was rushed to the jail at Mount 
Carmel. 

Sheriff Compton was serving his third term. 
He was 58 years old and unmarried. He was 
born here. 

Compton was a wealthy farmer and stock 
raiser, and generally liked for his charity 
and good fellowship. 

Kellems declares he was ordered by his 
father to shoot. Officers are searching for 
the father, who made his escape immediately 
after the murder. 


OPERA IS NOT PRODUCED; 
COMPOSER KILLS HIMSELF. 


William Borchert, Fond du Lac, Wis., 
Commits Suicide—Well Known 
Throughout the State as Musician. 


Fond du Lac, Wis., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—The 
failure of his new opera, the “ Bride of Mo- 
rocco,” is thought to have caused the suicide 
of William Borchert of this city, one of the 
best known musicians in the state. 

Borchert, who. it is thought, had become 
mentally deranged, disappeared from a hotel 
in Mayville on Tuesday and his body wae 
found hanging from the ladder of a box car 
by a laborer this morning. A noose, made 
from two handkerchiefs, was the method 
used by the suicide. 

Prof. Borchert, who was a master of the 
violin, piano, and voice culture, was borm 
in. Mecklenburg fifty-five years ago. He 
had followed his profession in Paterson, 
N. J., San Francisco, Milwaukee, and Fond 
du Lac. 

He had no relatives in this country, but 
his brother, who is wealthy, is said to occupy 
a high position in the German government.

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 20.—International 
interest has been aroused by the murder of 
the six Macedonians at 248 Tenth avenue 
south last March, and George N. Tsolomitl, 
vice consul of Greece, is in Minneapolis to 
assist the police in solving the mystery.

EXPERTS WORK ON BOOKS 


Wall Street Hears. Rumors of 


Other Irregularities; Things 
to Be Explained. 


New York, Dec. 20.—[{Special.}—The rumor 
of a deficit of $3,000,000 in Chicago and Alton 
railroad finances, and that irregularities ex- 
ceeding that amount have been discovered 
in the books has caused a flurry in railroad 
circles. 

Public curiosity is whetted by the admis- 
sions made by directors today that expert ac- 
countants have been put to work on the 
Alton’s books, 

Wall street was further startled by the re- 
port that Alton B. Parker today was called 
to the Rock Island offices at 71 Broadway for 
a conference with officials over the tangled 
affairs of the Chicago and Alton. 

It generally is expected in financial circles 
that litigation and probably a great financial 
scandal will grow out of the affair. 


Big Scandal Expected. 

Every effort is being made to prevent pub- 
licity. Officers and directors of both the 
Rock Island and Alton dodge inquiries and 
when cornered make technical denials of the 
persistent rumor im Wall street that gross 
irregularities have been discovered which will 
involve men who have occupied high positions 
in. the financial world. Names are freely 
mentioned in Wall streetin connection with 
the matter, and despite the efforts to main- 
tain secrecy, the opinion is expressed that full 
details of the scandal will reach the public in 
a short time. 

Directors who met in a long secret session 
today refused to discuss the affain, but they 
denied tae’existence of a shortage. 

John J. Mitchell of Chicago, when seen to- 
night, refused to discuss the question. He 
only said: 

“I must decline to say anything about the 
meeting. There is no shortage on our books, 
however.”’ 

President Felton declined to say anything 
about the shortage or discrepancy said to 
exist on the books of tae company. 


Who Got the/$100,000,000. 


There is, however, \something which must 
be explained to the investing public. Since 
February, 1899, the Chicago and Alton’s 
capital stock has been increased from §$31,- 
303,950 to $132,389,900—more than $100,000,000 
—and the mileage of the road has remained 
the same, 843 miles. 

The investing public is now asking, who 
got the $100,000,000? 

Shortly after E. H. Harriman acquired 
practically all the Chicago and Alton stock 
in February of 1899 ($200 paid for preferred, 
$175 for common) a number of transactions 
occurred that have never been satisfactorily 
explained. At the time the change in control 
took place the capitalization of the Chicago 
and Alton railroad company was as follows:

In October, or eight months later, share- 
holders of the Chicago and Alton railroad 
company authorized a $40,000,000 8 per cent 
bond issue, and 80 per cent of the iseue was 
Offered to shareholders at 65. 

A syndicate then was formed by E. H. 
Harriman and his associates, who were the 
principal shareholders in the company, and 
the 8 per cent bonds were gold on the open 
market around 096, the New York Life In- 
surance company purchasing a large block at 
that price. 

The funds from the sale of the bonds to the 
ehareholders were placed in the treasury of 
the company, and in May of 1900 a cash divi- 
dend of 30 per cent was deciared, in addition 
to the regular 7 per cent dividend on pre- 
ferred and 7 per cent on common.

Clash of Interests Suspected. 


Local railway officials take the reports sent 
out from New York to indicate that there are 
serious dissensions between ihe Rock Island 
and Harriman interests which have been run- 
ning the Alton under an agreement entered 
into a year ago to stop a bitter fight Henan say 
them for control. The Harriman interests, 
under this agreement, had a majority of the |. 
board of directors last year, and BE. H. Harri- 
man was chairmen of the board. At the an- 
nual meeting on Oct. 8 the Rock Island se- 
cured a majority of the directors, and B. F. 
Yoakum of the Rock Island-Frisco system 
was elected chairman of the board. The Rock 
Island interests are understood to be dissat- 
isfied with the way the Harriman interests 
ran the line last year. 

Facts were given yesterday indicating that 
the expenditures for improvements on the 
Alton last year easily totaled $3,000,000, the 
amount of the alleged deficit, and this isa 
large sum for the Alton, which has less than 
1,000 miles of line, to spend for these pur- 
poses in a year. The most expensive piece of 
construction done was the building of a 
thirty-five mile cutoff from Springfield to 
Murrayville, Ill. This cost $1,400,000. Twen- 
ty miles of second track was laid between 
Bloomington and Springfield at a cost of 
$580,000. At the same tinfe raile and ties 
were bought for twenty-one miles more of 
second track. A steel bridge costing $100,000 
was built across the Sangamon river, near 
Springfield, and other small bridges were 
built. One hundred acres of land for ter- 
minal purposes were bought southwest of 
Chicago at a cost of aro $150,000. Large 
improvements were made in the yards at 
Kansas City. 

The facts given indicate that the Harriman 
régime, instead of being stingy in itg use of 
money for improvements, had been lavish. 
This was true not only last year, but during 
the: previous years when it was in control. 
The aggregate expenditures for improve- 
ments during the five years of Harriman con- 
trol was asserted to have been not less than 
$10,000,000.

Owner of Building Deprives Munici- 
pal Court of Room’s Use Because of 
Disagreement Over Amount of Rent. 


Empty dry goods boxes formed a barricade 
behind which a jury in the Municipal court 
in the Northwestern building retired yester- 
day to make up its verdict after the trial of 
John Crowley, colored, on the charge of 
keeping a disorderly house. 

Former juries had used room 500 for their 
deMberations, but the janitor of the bullding 
informed Bailiff Hed@in that Mr. Crilly, the 
owner, had instructed him to keep the room 
locked because the city was paying no rent 
for it. 

‘‘'The problem of finding a jury room is be- 
coming more and more difficult,”” sald Chief 
Justice _Olson when Informed of the inci- 
dent. “ The city has offered to pay $50 a 
month rent for the room which has been 
used for the purpose, but the agent demand- 
ed $60. We felt that we were being ‘ held up’ 
and refused to pay that amount. 

‘Tt has been-suggested that we curtain 
off the jury while it is deliberating, but that 
would be impractical. Some juryman with 
a loud voice might suddenly decide to ex- 
press his opinion and the secrecy of the jury's 
deliberation would receive a fatal blow. 

‘* Something must be done. Even when we 
used this vacant room it often happened that 
more than one jury would be deliberating at 
one time. In this event I have known cases 
when thé judge and others in the courtroom 
would have to stand out in the hall untila 
verdict had been reached. In one case, when 
a criminal case was being tried, the balliff 
had to take the prisoner out in the hall and 
hold him for three hours.”’ 

Judge Olson is complaining also of lack of 
sufficient bailiffs. 

“TI have been asked that forty-six addi- 
tional bailiffs be appointed,’’ said Judge Ol- 
son. “I know that more help is needed, but 
I hardly feel that such a large number will 
be required, although the work of the courts 
is increasing every day.

UNION THB TES UP PHONES, 


DOWNTOWN SERVICE SERVICE ORIPPLED 
BY ELECTRICAL WORKERS. 


Men Sent to New York Life Insar- 
ance Building te Repair Several 
Mundred Instruments Put Oat of 
Use by Fire Are Met by Pickets to 
Induce Them to Abandon the Work 
—Railway , Employes Present De- 
mands for Increase.

All of the Chieago Telephone ‘eTe 
cent troubles were eclipsed by the develop- 
ments of yesterday’s fight between the com- 
pany and the striking electrical workers 
The telephone service in the downtown die- 
trict was seriously crippled, and the trouble 
will become more serious today unless some 
agreement is arrived at. 

The most serious trouble of the day oc- 
curred when the telephone company sent non- 
union electricians to the New York Life In-. 
surance building, La Salle and Monroe 
streets. Union men met the nonunion repair 
men at the door and induced them not to 
put in order the 410 telephones in the build- 
ing, every one of which had been put out 
of service by the fire of Tuesday night. Near- 
ly all of these phones etill are out of service. 
Other complaints were made during the day, 
but little or no work was done by the repair 
crews. 


Threats of Violence Made. 

When these men, wearing stars upon their 
breasts as special policemen, endeavored to 
do the work of repair men they were met 
with threats of violence. At Marshall Field's 
new addition, at State and Washington 
the electrical work on the telephone wires 
the other building trades unions to walk 
out, 

“Our fight for living. wages won't stop 
here,”’ said M. J. Boyle, business agent for 
the union. “The telephone’company used 
unfair means in securing signatures for its 


union proposes to go out and get only the 
signatures of legitimate telephone subacrib- 
ers who wish to sign a petition asking that 
the company not be given a franchise. I 
think we can get the signatures of a large 
majority of the company’s subscribers.” 


Railway Men Present Demands. 

Demands of the employés of w rail- 
roads for increased wages, Ww will 
amount to about $8,000,000, were filed with 
the superintendents of the forty-seven roads 
affected. Although neither the men nor the 
railroad superintendents see the possibility 
of a strike, it is not expected that the de- 
mands of the men will be granted. 

The men ask for an increase in 
amounting to about 15 per cent of their pres- [| 
ent wages, together with an eight hour day. 
It is expected that an increase of probably 
10 per cent in wages will be agreed upon, and 
that the shorter day, now operative in some 
branches of the service, will be granted. In 
any event the matter will not be taken up for 
final action by the railroad officials before 
Jan. 1,

Resolved, That the secretary of the treasury 
be and is hereby directed to inform the house 
whether any portions of the federa) building at 
Chicago are occupied by private persons for the 
vending of tobacco and cigars, Indian curios, or 
other merchandise; and if so, what renta! such 
persone pay to tHe government ard under what 
authority they are acting: algo whether any por- 
tions of said building are occupied for offices by 
persons or officials other than judges and clerke 
of United States courts not under the direction and 
contro! of any of the executive departments. 

Representative Mann declined today to 
state his purpose in introducing this resolu- 
tion, but it Is known he feels that in view 
of the demand of the postoffice for more space 
it is necessary to clear out the merchants 
who have established themselves in the cor- 
ridors. He has received. information also 
that certain persons occupy offices in the 
building who have no connection whatever 
with any of the executive departments. 

His resolution will be adopted without ques- 
tion, and the swvpervising architect of the 
treasury department at once will take steps 
to obtain the desired Information.

FIGHT ON PEERS 
BEGINSIN ENGLAND 


Camphell-Bannerman Calls It 
Intolerable That They Can 
Override the Commons. 


RECALLS PET MEASURE. 
Education, Bill Is Taken Away 
from Parliament; Another 
to Be Framed. 


' 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The education bill was 
buried by Premier Campbell-Bannerman in 
the house of commons thig afternoon. After 
& speech of considerable emphasis, defend- 
ing the course of the lower house in reject- 
ing the house of lords’ amendments and re- 
pudiating the claim of the peers that they 
have the right to lecture the commons, the 
premier announced that the government had 
decided to withdraw the measure. 


Will of People Must Prevail. 

The constitutional phase of the dispute was 
referred to as follows: 

“Is the general election and its results to 
go for nothing? It is Intolerable that the 
second chamber, while one party is in power, 
shall be its willing servant and when that 
party is emphatically condemng@® by the 
country it shall still be able to wr and 
distort the policy which the electors ap- 
proved. 

“It may be necessary to sibmit for the 
moment, but neither the resources of the 
British constitution nor of the house of com- 
mons are wholly exhausted yet. A way must 
and will be found whereby the will of the 
people, expressed through their elected rep- 
resentatives in the house of commons, will 
be made to prevall.”’ 

Prolonged cheering greeted the premierc’s 
declarations. 


No New Elections Probable. 


No dissolution of parliament will result 
from the action of the lords in defeating the 
education bill, although the rejection of the 
main liberal measure of the session is the 
most serious rebuff Campbell-Bannerman's 
cabinet has suffered. 

The only immediate effect of the step taken 
by the upper house, therefore, will be to give 
an enormous impetus to the radical agitation 
in favor of curbing the veto powers of. the 
peers and to furnish the nonconformists with 
a new gun and ammunition in their fight for 
the disestabNshment. of the Church of Eng- 
land. 

There is a widespread impression today 
that a purely secular education bill will be in- 
troduced during the next session of parlia- 
ment. é 

It is the general view of the politicians that 
the peers have entered upon a constitutional 
struggie embracing much more than the edu- 
cation bill.

NOT TRUE “FRIEND OF THE PEOPLE.” 

When Judge Grosscup designated Mr. 
John M. Harlan as his special’ legal ad- 
viser in traction ‘matters, it was an- 
nounced that Mr. Harlan would be in a 
peculiar way the representative of the 
public and its interests. Those interests 
were lost sight of by Mr. Harlan day be 
fore yesterday when he suggested at the 
meeting of the local transportation com- 
mittee that it should not report to the 
council.on the City railway ordinance until 
it should be ready to make a final report 
on an ordinance covering the north and 
west gide lines. This was in substance 
a request that the entire traction ques- 
tion should be held in abeyance until the 
lawyers and the courts had consented to 
allow the snarled skein of Union Traction 
litigation to be unwound. 

While a reorganization of that com- 
pany is being worked out, Mr. Harlan 
would have the council remain idle and 
the people bang on to street car straps. 
It will be a happy day when the receiver- 
ship shall be ended and the highly paid 
mwmultitude of receivers and special coun- 
sel who have consumed a generous share 
of the earnings of the company slall be 
mustered out of service. Acquiescence 
in Mr. Harlan’s nafve suggestion would 
have delayed, not hastened, the coming of 
that day. Therefore it was properly re- 
jected, 

When the persons who are quarreling 
over the scanty assets of the Union Trac- 
tion company and the lawyers who say 
they are trying to harmonize their dif- 
ferences are told perémptorily that if the 
wrangling does not stop the City railway 
company will be allowed to operate the 
north and west side lines, they will make 
wild haste to settle things up. A genu- 
ine “friend of the people” would have 
advised the committee on loca] transporta- 
tion to adopt that policy, although its 
adoption would soon make his legal servy- 
ices unnecessary.

THE ACORN AND THE OAK. 

It is an interesting coincidence that on 
the eve of the celebration in America of 
“ Forefathers’ day,” in commemoration of 
the Janding of the Pilgrim fathers, a com- 
pany should have assembled in a London 
hotel to mark thé occasion of the three 
hundredth anniversary of the sailing of 
the first British colony to Jamestown in 
Virginia. Among those who were pres- 
ent were Maj. Gen. Baden Powell, a lineal 
descendant of John Smith, and Admiral 
Rolfe, a descendant of Poczhontas through 
her mafeiage with the English colonist of 
that name. A letter was read from James 
Bryce, who maintained that the depart- 
ure for Virginia of the Jamestown com- 
pany was “ the acorn from which the great 
American commonwealth has grown.” 

The words recall the noble utterance 
of old Gov. Stoughton, referring to the

The London celebration marks the be- 
ginning of a period of commemoration 
which will culminate in the exposition on ’ 
the shores of Hampton roads next sum- 
mer. It was thought worth a magnifi- 
cent effort to mark the fourth centenary 
of the landing of Columbus in 1492, and 
the Chicago world’s fair was as much 


the achievement of Columbus was in the 
history of mankind. And yet 115 years 
passed before the English made a suc- 
cessful attempt at colonization in America 
and laid the foundations of British con- 
trol of the greater part of the northern 
continent. So far as practical results 
upon the future mastery of the new Co- 
lumbia were concerned the Jamestown set- 
thement was the more important event 
of the two. For all that, there is not much 
evidence that the coming celebration will 
begin to appeal to Americans natiqpally 
as other eapositions have done, 

None the less it is worthy of note that 
another period of the history of America 
is to be commemorated.

ILLINOIS IN THE NAVY. 

During the last year 970 mem were en- 
listed in the navy from L[llinois: .One thou- 
sand eight hundred and twelve men in 
the navy gave Illinolasas their place of 
residence. More applications for enlist- 
ment were made at Chicago than at any 
other place in the United States except 
New York. There are more men in the 
nayy from the middle and fa¥ west than 
from the Atlantic seaboard... These and 
other striking statistics of the part which 
Illinois plays in building up the personne! 
of the navy have already been presented 
in the news columns of THe TRIBUNE. 
The facts speak for themselves, but it is 
impossible to over-emphasize them in con- 
nection with pending plans of the navy 
department. 

It ig said that the attempt to authorize 
the addition of 3,000 men to the navy is 
likely to fail because the force is at pres- 
ent nearly 5,000 short of the full strength 
already authorized. The navy must con- 
tinue to look, ae it bas done for several 
years, to the west and especially to Illi 
nois fo. _.< men needed. 
ter of concern to the whole country that 
every encouragement be given to the young 
men of Illinois to enter the navy. 

There is a danger that superficial ob- 
servers in other states may lay to state 
pride the eagerness of Ulinois to secure 
privileges for the state naval militia. That 
is partly the reason, but the patriotic de- 
sire to be of service to the common coun- 
try is still more powerful. Since the na- 
tion needs Illinois men, the state feels 
that no hindrance which can be removed 
should be allowed to remain. For that 
reason the whole state wishes to see the 
little old Dorothea replaced by a man-of- 
war not’ so little and not so old, to see 
naval training school at Lake 
Bluff established as quickly as possible, 
to see the pay of seamen, machinists, 
electricians, and gunners raised to a fig- 
ure which will permit the youth with a 
hankering after the navy to enlist and stay 
in the service without sacrificing the in- 
terests of his dear omes and hie own fa- 
ture happiness. 

Before the establishment of the naval 
reserves of the different states the navy 
was manned largely by aliens. It was 
with a shock that the country in reading 
the list of the victims of the Maine saw 
and realized for the first .time how de- 
pendent upon foreigners the nation was 
even then. A nation cannot‘long sur- 
vive which relies upot the aid of alien

IHinols saw 
the danger and the remedy, and the blue 
jackets from Illinois, enlisted after the 
destruction of the Maine, helped make the 
running fight off Santiago a national vic- 
tory.

during the last 200 years, and is in- 
debted for ite title of count to the fact that 
Gustav Frederick von Rosen saved the life 
of King Charles XII. Im the defense of 
Stralsund ig 1715.

Count Fritz Rosen's troubles are mainly 
@ue to extravagance and to gambling debts, 
and by rights he should have forfeited his 
commission some time ago for the nonpay- 
ment of his gambling debts to the late Baron 
Dickson, master of the horse to the King of 
Sweden. The count took advantage of the 
baron's death to insist that his pecuniary 
obligations to the baron were the result of a 
loan instead of lossesatthecard table, Hav- 
ing exhausted every possible means of raising 
the wind thé young count seems to have ended 
by forging the names of relatives, friends, 
and fellow officers to bills, which he dis- 
counted, and when confronted with discov- 
ery fled the country. 

Instead of making his way to America or 
even to some remote portion of Europe he 
was foolish enough to content himself with 
proceeding to Copenhagen, where he was well 
known, and where he took up his residence 
under his own name, not at any of the first 
class hotels but at a fifth rate hosteliry, where 
of course his presence attracted attention. 
Tracked by the Swedish police to the Danish 
capital he was found there in the company 
of a chorus girl, who had been the companion 
of his flight, and was taken back to Sweden, 
whence {t is probable that we shall soon hear 
the news either that he has committed sul- 
cide or else that he has been sent to an in- 
gane asylum ae a lunatic, and therefore un- 
accountable for his actions.

The name Von Rosen is particularly well 
known in America, owing to the extraor- 
dinary attempts of an individual, obviously 
of plebeian and even peasant origin, to pass 
himself off over here as one of the Rosen 
grandsoneé of the late Mrs. Bloomfield Moore. 
Indced, he actually had the audacity to ap- 
pear in courtat Philadelphia at the time of the 
probate of her will in order to put forward a 
claim to a share in her large fortune. Al- 
though Count Eugene Rosen, one of the bona 
fide grandsons of Mrs. Moore, was present in 
court and indignantly denounced the claimant 
ag a fraud, insisting that his brother, Count 
Reinhold, whose name the man had assumed, 
was living happily married at Stockholm, yet 
the judges gave no opportunity for the ex- 
posure of the fraud, taking the ground that 
the disposition of the fortune of Mrs. Moore 
concerned, only her children, and that her 
grandchildren had no locus standi in court.

that he had come to this country on account 
of his infatuation for an actress. Wirat has 
become of this claimant I am unable to state, 
but it is a curious fact that in spite of his 
boorish appearance and manners he found 
quite a number of people im this country to 
believe in his pretensions.

Alo the gréat Chinese canal 7,000,000 of 
people are in the . of famine. The iar 
food this 7,000,000 has is gruel, consisting 
of beans and sweet potato leaves, which is 
given once a day. This will soon be gone. 

In order to minimize suffering the people 
are drowning or giving opium to their aged 
relatives and children and selling their 
daughters into slavery.

. The Rev. T. F. MeCray, secretary and 
treasurer of the Missionary Relief society, 
has written from Chin to Dr. Klopsch of 
the hristian Herald as f 
is estimated that crops in an area 200 
miles long and 200 miles wide are almost 
totally destroyed—that fs, an area of 40,000 
square miles—and crops in a much larger sec- 
tion are far below normal! yield because of 
incessant rains extending over nearly four 
months. 

“The missionaries estimate that there are 
about 15,000,000 people in the densely popu- 
lated district where the crops have failed and 
heave been destroyed by flood. Fully one-half 
of these people, and perhaps two-thirds of 
them, will be face to face with starvation dur- 
ing the winter and spring. 

*“ Distressing stories are reaching us of 
children and aged persons being drowned to 
prevent their death by the agonies of starva- 
tion, of parents selling their children into 
slavery or abandoning them on the street, 
and of others committing sulcide by drown- 
ing or opium polsoning.”

Other letters from missionaries state that 
the. prices of such food as can be obtained 
have gone up to prohibitive figures. This is 
responsible for the purpose of the adminis- 
tration to ask the people of the middle west 
to make their contri ons in the form of 
grain. There is no dOubt that one of the 
American lines plying on the Pacific will 
furnish a ship to traneport the supplies, but 
should it fall to do so it will be a compar- 
atively easy matter for the war department 
to assign a transport to this service. 

There is a political aspect in the president's 
decision to assist the sufferers of China 
which has not escaped astute diplomatic ob- 
servers in Washington. 

Through energetic representations made 
by Secretary Root the Chinese government 
suppressed with vigor a boycott instituted by 
the Ch people against American goods.

WORK ON PANAMA CANAL 
SHOWN IN ANNUAL REPORT. 


Digest of Progress and Conditions on 
the Isthmus Up to Dee. 1, 
1906. 


During the year 1,500,000 cubic yards were 
excavated in Culebra cut at a cost of 79.5 
cents per cubic yard, as against 742,000 cubic 
yards at 58.6 cents per yard the previous 
year. 

Im Culebra cut 89 steam shovels are at 
work, besides 300 dump cars and’ 560 flat cars. 

Forty miles of new railroad track were 
completed in Culebra cut. There are now 
seventy miles of track in operation In the cut. 

There were 585,007. pounds of explosives 
used in Culebra cut during the year. 

In November 25,000 men fre on the pay 
roils. Of these 12,619 were ehigaged. 

There has not been a case of yellow fever 
In the zone since Nov. 11, 1905. 

Of 900 Spaniards who began work on Jan. 
1, 1906, not one has die@ up to the date of 
report. 

Of 6,000 white Americans fn the gone not 
one died in the last three months. Of the 
6,000 at least 1,200 are women and children. 

In round numbers the canal commisesion 
has 25,000 men on its pay rolls. 

Practically all the streets of the city of 
Panama have been paved, and rapid prog- 
ress has been made in paving the streets of 
Colon. 

Both isthmian cities are now equipped 
with complete water, seweragé, gas, and 
electric Hght systems. 

The Panama railroad has been re&équipped 
with 24 locomotives, 500 box cars, 12 caboose 
cars, 6 passenger coaches, 10 refrigerator 
cars. 

The canal commission received during the 
year 92 locomotives, 800 flat cars, 325 dump 
cars. 

The canal commission purchased supplies 
of all kinds to the amount of $8,743,482.06. 

If Chinese laborers are employed they will 
be pald 9 to 11 cents an hour. 

The Union Oil company pays $500 a month 
for the license permitting it to operate a pipe 
line across the isthmus, The money goes 
into the zone school fund. 

Ancon ip the capital of the zone. It is rap- 
idjy becoming an important city. 

The immigration of Chinese, Syrians, and 
Turks ig prohibited. 

There are nine distilleries in operation in 
the zone. 

The towns of Cristobal and Ancon have 
paid fire departments with latest modern 
equipment. 

Phere are nine towns in the gone, all 
paved, sewered, and lighted. All have Amer- 
ican schools, ohurches, hospitals, hotels, 
parks, and clubs. 

In the gone there are thirty schools, with 
1,796 pupils and thirty-four teachers. Ameri- 
can text books and gongs are used, and the 
stars and stripes float over every school. 

There are 300 policemen in the goné. The 
total number of arrests in the year was 4,264, 
mostly for violation of sanitary rules. 

There are sixty convicts im the zone. They 
are employed in roadmaking and are self- 
supporting.

QUAIL SEASON AT AN END. 


Shooting of the Birds in TDlinois Is 
Now Unlawful Until Nov. 
10, 1907. 


Bloomington, Ill., Dec, 20.—[Special. ]—The quail 
season closed today in Illinois, and the birds arte 
under protection again until Nov. 10, 1907. Hunt- 
ers report the birds as numerous in some sections 
and scarce {in others. The counties where the farm- 
ers have organized to prevent hunters from seeck- 
ing the birds upon their lands, are included in 
those where but few quail are to be found. The 
farmers are giving the birds greater security than 
the game laws. State Game Commissioner J. A. 
Wheeler will recommend to the legislature an 
amendment to the game laws restricting the number 
of birds which may be killed in one day, At pree- 
ent hunters are privileged to kill quail or game 
birds of other kinds, excepting wild ducks, geese, 
or brant, thirty-five befng the limit for the latter. 
Dr. Wheeler believes that fifteen quail and twenty- 
five water fowl are ample for one day’s sport, and 
will ask the lawmakers to make the change.

Says Story He Would Put Up 
$50,000 for Jeff and John- 
son Is Untrue. 


WANTS BIG TITLE FIGHT. 


Nevada Promoter Anxious to 


Hold Battle Next Spring; Puts 
Fitzpatrick on Grill. 


[BY GEORG® SILER.) 

“Tex ” Rickard of Goldfield, who promoted 
the Gans-Nelson finigh fight, arrived in town 
from New York yesterday morning and ieft 
last night for Nevada. Rickard sprung & 
surprise on the local sports by stating there 
was no truth in the stories sent out from 
the east regarding his offering $50,000 for a 
fight between Jim Jeffries and Jack John- 
gon, and that he had received word from 
Jeff signifying his willingness to exchange 
wallops with the big black. 

“T will, however, hang up that amount for 
a battle between Jeffries and some good big 
man, a man the public would concede as good 
as a 10 to 8 chance, to beat the ex-cham- 
pion. That man, however, is not in sight, so 
why tak about it? I also would hang up 
the same amount of money for Jeff to fight 
Jack O’Brien and Tommy Burna, both in the 
same ring, Jeff to take on the second man 
immediately after he cleaned up the first. I 
would not give anything for a fight between 
the winner of a fight between O’Brien and 
Burns against Jeff, as I would not consider 
it a drawing card. 

Likes Game, but Has Other Business. 

“It seems to be the impression that be- 
cause I started the Nevada pugilistic ball 
rolling by giving Gans and Neilson $33,500 
for their fight, I am a millionaire, crazy 
on the fighting game, and that my only 
mission ‘in life is to hang up big purses for 
scrappers. I’! admit I like the game of 
wallopse, but not enough to devote my time 
to it at the geen of my other inter- 
ests. I would like to stage a big champion- 


‘ship fight next spring at either Ely or at 


Goldfield, but it must be worth the money 
I am willing to hang up for it. I think a 
fight between the winner of the coming Gans 
and Herman fight against Batling Nelson 
would be a paying venture and I will offer 
as large a purse as any Nevada organization 
for the mill. That ts, if Bat is willl 

keep his detestable manager, Billy lan, 
out of the argument. I would not transact 
business with Nolan, still I would like to 
get Bat to fight.” 

Asked how the Jeffries-Johneon story got 
into print, he said: ‘Sam Fitzpatrick, 
Johnson’s manager, was accountable for it. 
Sam, you see, wanted to boost his man and 
thought by dovetailing his name with Jerf- 
fries the coast fight promoters would fall 
over themselves to secure his name to a set 
of articles. To make it strong he faked a 
telegram, purporting its coming from Jeff 
to me, in which the big fellow was made to 
say he would fight the black man if a suit- 
able purse was offered. Sam thought $50,- 
000 would be about Jeff’s price, so he named 
that amount and informed the eastern sport- 
ing scribes that I had made that offer. I 
would not have Johnson at any price under 
the present condition of affairs. If, however, 
he beats O'Brien and Burns in champion- 
ship style and the public demands that Jeff 


} take him on, then I would consider, but 


under no other circumstances.”’

Rickard said he thought Gans would win, but 
that Joe told him not to bet on the number 
of rounds, as he intended to take his time 
and not take any chances. “I take it from 
that,” said Tex, “that Gans does not hold 
Herman cheaply, and that he will try to win 
Hke a master mechanic.”’ 

Tommy Ryan, as was expected, is out after 
Hugo Kelly, and wants to fight him for the 
middleweight championship.

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SAYS ILLINOIS TUNNEL CO. 
BACKS HALSTED WIDENING. 


Attorney Charles Lederer Charges 
“Graft’’ in Proposition to Out Prop- 
erty Line in Street. 


The proposition to widen Halsted street 
was declared by Attorney Charles Lederer 
yesterday morning to be backed by the Ilii- 
nois Tunnel combination: This declaration 
was made during the public hearing held in 
the council chamber on notices sent out ten 
days ago by the board of local improvements. 
' The Halsted street citizens attended the 
meeting almost in a body, the council cham- 
ber being inadequate to accommodate the 
crowd. Attorney Sidney Adler, who with 
Mr. Lederer represents a majority of the 
property owners on the etreet, opened the 
argument against the proposition. George 
Beidler spoke in favor of it, and declared the 
estimated cost of $4,000,000 would pay for 
the improvement entirely. 

In replying to this Mr. Lederer declared the 
cost would be nearer $15,000,000, and asserted 
that in the estimate at least $1,000,000 had 
been omitted, as no accouht was taken of re- 
paving and moving sidewalks. 

* Whois it that wants this alleged improve- 
ment?’ asked Mr. Lederer. ‘‘ The board 
knows it is not the property owners along the 
street nor the citizene on the west side. I 
charge, here and now, that Roger Sullivan 
‘and his clique is behind the movement and in 
the interest of the Illinois Tunnel company 
and other corporations. 

‘* Here i@ the reagon why the IMinois Tun- 
nel company wants Haleted street widened. 
In the same ordinance referred to the width 
of the company’s tunnels within the loop dis- 
trict are restricted to 12 feet 9 inches, but no 
such restriction is e for streets outside 
of that district. ted street is outside that 
district, and is the one the tunnel company 
would want. It passes the stockyards, and 
with a spur down Twenty-second street to 
the lake shore reaches the tracks of practic- 
ally every railroad entering the city. 

“Tf any member of this board votes to 
widen Haleted.street, whether by cutting 
thirty-four or twenty-four feet from the west 
side, he is voting for a tunnel grab, and from 
now on it“will be with his eyes open.” 

The hearing was adjourned untfi Jan. 10. 


FOUND GUILTY OF CONTEMPT; 
LABOR LEADER IS FINED $50. 


George Herriot, Officer of Ironmold- 
ers’ Union, Punished for Disobey. 
ing Court Order. 


A fine of $50 was imposed on George Herriot, 
treasurer of the conference board of the 
Ironmolders’ union, yesterday by Judge Mo- 
Ewen for violation of an injunctional order. 
He was found to have threatened three non- 
union molders, after having followed them 
on an elevated train, on the night of Nov. 9. 

Herriot is said to be chairman of the strike 
committee of the molders and secretary of 
one of the local unions. It is alleged that, 
after being enjoined, at the instance of the 
Chicago Ornamental Iron works, one of the 
fifteen firms affected by the strike, Herriot 
followed Joseph Kliom, a nonunion molder, 
and two companions. 

It is said .nat he boarded an elevated train 
on which Klom and his companions were 
passengers. At the Marshfield avenue station 
all left the train, and Herriot is said to have 
told Klom that he and*his fellows “ were too 
many for him then, but me would get him 
later.” 


INSULTS GIRL; IS ARRESTED: 


D. Perkins, Who Says He Is 
Bible Student, Is Fined $25— 
Crewd Cries “Caruso.” 


Harry D. Perkins, 25 years old, who claimed 
to be a bible student studying at the Moody 
institute to be a missionary, was arrested yes- 
terday charged with insulting two young girls 
in a 5 cent theater at 172 State street. Miss 
Ida Mann, 19 years old, 138 Clinton avenue, 
Oak Park, and Miss Mabel Jones, 20 years old, 
162 North Harvey avenue, Oak Park, said 
that Perkins had annoyed them.

The big increase in the estimates of corn 
and oats were explained by the increases in 
the acreage as compared with the prelim- 


inary reports, the oats acreage in the final es- 


timate being 8,280,768 acres larger than in- 
dicated earlier in the season, while the corn 
area was increased 1,202,581 acres. There 
was some disposition on the part of the trade 
to discredit the oats figures, but it was report- 
ed that the gbvernment officials-were obliged 
to raise their estimates on corn and oats con- 
siderably owing to corrections in the prelim- 
Inary figures. The average weight per bu 
was shown by the report to be 56.5 Ibs for 
spring wheat, 50.2 lbs for winter wheat, and 
32.0 lbs for oats. 


Cash wheat was in poor request, except for 
the better grades of winter varieties, which 
were in fair demand by elevator interests for 
blending in order to make contract grain for 


delivery on outstanding December contracts. 


Aside from this the market was stagnant. 
Exporters reported no improvement in the 
foreign demand. Minneapolis No. 1 northern 
was %c over May, and met with ready sale, 
millers and elevator interests both being anx- 
fous to accumulate stocks. Kansas City was 
steady relatively. St. Louis reported the sale 


of an additional lot of 20,000 bu No. 2 red to 


a Nashville, Tenn., miller, who hasbeen a 
large buyer recently in that market. Repre- 
sentatives of eastern buyers were said to be 
quietly buying in both of the southwestern 
markets. The seaboard wired that there was 
little chance for business at the present time, 
and probably not to any extent until after the 
holidays, when a better general trade is ex- 
pected. In the local sample markets, corn 
was steady to 4c lower, while oats were un- 
changed to 4c up. Receivers claim that coun- 
try offerings would be sufficient to fill all de- 
mands if cars could be secured, but that 
from the present outlook there does not seem 
to be much hope of a larger movement. In + 
the meantime dealers here are supplying the 
strictly local trade, which is quite large, es- 
pecially in oate, and doing little else, the 
small demand from the east not cutting much 
figure at the present time. Local sales were 
20,000 bu wheat, 25,000 bu corn, and 95,000 bu 
oats. The seaboard reported sales of 16,000 
bu wheat and 16,000 bu corn for export.

A prominent grain dealer of Mason City, 
Ta., who is in the city, claims that there is an 
unlimited amount of. corn in that section, 
which will surely come on the market in the 
next few months. He is of the opinion that, 
while there are plenty of oats in his section, 
supplies elsewhere will not be burdensome 
and that farmers generally have big ideasin 
regard to oats prices, and are in a position to 
hold for the higher values which they deem 
certain. Farmers in his section are inaiffer- 
ent about selling anything at the present, the 
plethoric state of their purses and bank ac- 
counts giving them the privilege of being in- 
dependent of transient depressing influences. 

The Canadian Northwest Grain Dealers’ 
association has given out the following esti- 
mate regarding the grain situation in western 
Canada, as of Dec. 15: “ Total wheat mar- 
keted, 53,500,000 bu, including 19,500,000 bu 
in country stocks; requirements for country 
mills and for seed, 18,000,000 bu; total, 71,- 
500,000 bu. The estimated yield Oct. 15 was 
86,304,000 bu, leaving a balance to market of 
-14,834,000 bu. Up to Dec. 16 last year there 
were marketed 51,000,000 bu. 

Hog packing of the west for the week was 
estimated at 600,000 hogs, compared with 
605,.0 for the week previous, and 665,000 for 
the corresponding week last year. re- 
gate packing since Nov. 1 about.
